Facts and figures are not an indispens­ 
able ingredient of party platforms and, 
because they offer the opposition some­ 
thing to dig its claws into, are generally 
more or less rosy path to follow, compara­ 
tively free of the throns of condemnation 
from opponents.

use have been built since World W ar II.
